M iss D avis 
sought to sta y h e r extrad itio n 
at least until J a n u a r y w hen the 
full C ourt of A ppeals re su m es 
session. 


“ The study of the p a p e rs b e­ 
fore m e d e m o n s tra te s th at the 
p etitioner is the person n a m e d 
in the w a r r a n t of extradition, 
that she w as in the d e m a n d in g 
sta te a t the tim e of the c o m ­ 
mission of the c rim e and th at 
she 
is 
sub stan tially 
ch arg ed 
with having co m m itte d felonies 
in that ju risdiction,” said Fuld. 


“ These a r e the only facts into 
w hich the courts of an a sy lu m 
sta te will in q u ire,” he added.

with m u rd e r and kidnaping un ­ 
d e r California law for allegedly

Calley is standing courtmartial for allegedly kil­ 
ling, or directing his men to kill, 102 South Vietna­ 
m ese civilians on March 16, 1968, the day he led his 
platoon on a sweep through My Lai. The defense 
claim s that anything Calley did that day, he did 
upon orders from Medina. 
The next to last witnesses before the three-week 
recess, Thomas J. Kinch, 24, of Cape May, N. J. 
returned to the stand today and repeated a state­ 
ment he made Wednesday —that Medina called off 
the killing at My Lai with the announcement: “The 
party’s over—that’s enough shootin” for today.“ 
Before excusing the jurors for the holidays, the 
trial judge, Col. Reid W. Kennedy, reminded them 
they were not to discuss the case with anyone, or to 
read or listen to news accounts of it. 


Congress Races 
To Adjournament 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Down-to-the-wire drives to 
meet the constitutional deadlines for adjournment in 
Congress are nothing new, but no one on Capitol 
Hill recalls anything to match this year’s situation. 
“The Senate has gotten itself into the ridiculous 
posture of having a series of filibusters or threa­ 
tened filibusters all running sim ultaneously,” Sen. 
John J. Williams, R-Del., declared today. 
Six, to be exact, said Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana—foreign aid, defense appro­ 
priations, a Social 
Security-welfare 
reform con­ 
glomeration, the supersonic transport and a couple 
of lesser item s being held up by one or two sena­ 
tors. 
Williams proposed a series of agreem ents to limit 
debate on the bills and amendm ents that are pre­ 
venting adjournment of the Senate. 
The House has finished its major tasks and is 
awaiting to clear up what the Senate sends it. 
“ Statesmanlike ... fair ... tim ely ... a m ust,” said 
half a dozen senators of W illiams’ proposal. But 
when Williams moved for approval there was a 
chorus of objections and the Senate lapsed again 
into its routine. 
Against this backdrop, the White House let it be 
known Wednesday President Nixon will call Con­ 
gress into special session if it quits before the Jan. 3 
deadline without acting on bills he deem s vital. 
The practical effect of that warning, given to 
House Speaker John McCormack, D-Mass., at a 
breakfast meeting, would be to increase by only a 
few days a tight schedule to which congressional 
leaders appear resigned. 


W. Coast Train 
Service Urged

Utilities Commission is urging the federal govern­ 
ment to include train travel between San Francisco 
and San Diego in the proposed new Railpax system . 
The California Public Utilities Commission decided

The decision in favor of San Francisco-San Diego 
was made after special conferences with representa­ 
tives of the four railroads serving the state, said 
commission Chairman J. P. Vukasin Jr. 
The Railpax system announced Nov. 30 by Trans­ 
portation Secretary John A. Volpe did not include 
north-south service to the Pacific Coast among its 16 
basic routes. 
Trains now running from Canada (Vancouver, B.C.) 
and Seattle to San Diego would be eliminated under 
Railpax plans. 
State com m issions have until Dec. 29 to make rec­ 
ommendations of lines to be continued. 
Vukasin said spokesmen for Southern 
Pacific, 
Santa Fe, Union Pacific and Western Pacific advis­ 
ed adoption of the San Francisco-San Diego corri­ 
dor. 
The railroads must continue present trains at 
least until Jan. 1, 1975, unless they contract under 
the Railpax system . None has mentioned what ar­ 
rangements would be made for other existing lines. 
Unless something is done under Railpax or by the 
railroads, the lines slated for cancellation would in­ 
clude the Southern Pacific Daylight between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, the Shasta Daylight 
from Oakland to Portland, the Los Angeles-New Or­ 
leans Sunset Limited, three Santa Fe limiteds be­ 
tween Los Angeles and San Diego and the Northern 
Pacific’s Willits-Eureka service.

LIMA, Pern (AP) — A rebel 
Indian leader who was tortured 
and executed almost 200 years 
ago 
for 
attempting 
to 
halt 
abuses by Peru’s Spanish con- 
iquerrors has been adopted as a 
symbol of the current military 
government’s efforts to create 
“ a new Peru.” 
Tupac Amaru II ranks second 
only to President Juan Velasco 
among those associated with 
the sweeping reforms enacted 
by the government which took 
over after the Oct. 3, 1968, coup 
ousting former President Fer­ 
nando Belaunde. 
Always a popular figure in 
Peruvian history, the rebel lea- 
Icr has been used in an effort 
to create a popular symbol-of a 
nation emerging from four cen­ 
turies of domination—first by 
Spanish conquerors and later 
by a wealthy landowning class 
and foreign companies. 
P o s t e r s depicting Tupac 
Amaru which show an Indian 
with high-crowned hat and flow­ 
ing hair are carried by mar­ 
chers in pro-government dem­ 
onstrations. The likeness also 
decorates government publica­ 
tions and is sold by street ven­ 
dors. 
Quotations attributed to the 
rebel leader, believed to have 
been a descendant of Inea ro-j 
valty, are used as slogans by 
the government and by pro-gov­ 
ernment leftwing labor organ- j 
izations. 
A recent biography of Tupac 
Amaru, published in a Lima 
newspaper described the rebel 
leader as “ the maximum sym-l 
bol of Peruvian nationality and* 
I the maximum symbol of the re-' 
hellion of the Latin American 
peoples against all forms of ex- 
! ploitation and domination.” 
Born in 1740 or 1741 near Cuz­ 
co, Tupac Amaru II was the 
son of a local chieftan. He was 


j educated in a school set up by 
the Spanish for children of In­ 
dian nobility, and became re­ 
nowned for his efforts to con­ 
vince the Spanish conquerors to 
ease their treatment of the In­ 
dians. 
Pointing out that the Indian 
population was rapidly dying as 
a result of harsh treatment in 
the gold and silver mines, he 
j carried his appeal to the vice- 
: roy in Lima, pleading that In- 
\ dian lives be protected in the 
interests of the Spanish crown. 
Turned down by the repre­ 
sentatives of the viceroy, he 
headed a revolt in 1780 which! 
was defeated by superior Span­ 
ish forces in 1781. 
The rebel was captured by 
the Spanish, taken to Cuzco and 
on April 14, 1781, was executed. 
Although his rebellion failed, 
it was soon followed by others 
which ended with Peru’s inde­ 
pendence from Spain on July 
28, 1821. 
Tupac Amaru originally was 
adopted by the government as a 
symbol of an agrarian reform 
program, begun by Belaunde 
and greatly expanded by the 
Velasco government. 
Under the program, millions 
of acres have been expropriated 
from wealthy 
Peruvians 
and 
foreign companies and turned 
over to worker cooperatives.

Control Setup

CHINO — Pilots will soon be 
served by a Federal Aviation 
Administration 
(FFA) 
traffic 
controller when landing or tak­ 
ing off at Chino Airport. 
Construction of a 40-foot con­ 
trol tower, sim ilar to one at 
Brackett Field in La Verne, is 
'expected to begin about May 1, 
said Tony Peich, a mem ber of 
the San Bernardino County Air­ 
port Commission. 
' The 
$275,000 
structure 
will 
h a v e 
$200,000 
in 
electronic 
equipment, he added. 
The airport is now served by 
a Uni-Corn System, operated by 
the county. This controller has 
an advisory rather than a regu- 


1 latory capacity. 
The FFA has spent $7,000 on 
plans for the new tower, said 
Peich. “This is something real­ 
ly needed at the Chino Air­ 
port,” he added. The airport 
has about 15,000 aircraft move­ 
m ents (take off or landings)) 
per month. 
The FAA recently granted the 
airport funds to build a new 
lighted taxiway. 
1 The taxiway will be located 
on the final 3,000 feet of the air­ 
port’s 6,100 foot runway. “This 
will complete our taxiway sys­ 
tem on the present two run- 
w a y s , * ’ 
said 
Peich. Most 
planes landing at the airport 
are able to turn off the runway 
at midpoint. Those planes using 
the full length of the runway 
must now turn around and taxi 
back on the landing strip, said 
Peich. The new taxiway will 
correct this. 
, Work is scheduled to begin 
early next year. The project 
will take about a month to com­ 
plete, he said. 
Peich said the airport has put 
out to bid a project to construct 
a T-hangar to house 20 planes. 
The cost is estim ated at $75,000.

Walnut Developers Support Plan 
For Denser Residential Zoning 


Slide Down 
Mountain Ice 
Hurts Girl 


Could you please help us disown a home we sold 
in September 1969? Enclosed is a “messagegram” 
from the mortgage company threatening to begin 
foreclosure proceedings against us. We have phoned 
the mortgage company and were told there was 
nothing it could do to get the house out of our name 
and that delinquent payments are our responsibility. 
The real estate broker who sold the house to ano­ 
ther party, says the same thing. The new owners 
live in the house but it apparently is still in our 
name as far as the mortgage company is concerned. 
- A .M . 
Action Line contacted both the broker and mort­ 
gage company. The m ortgage company indicated 
that it had no record of a property sale and was 
unaw are even that for seven months the new owners 
had made the house paym ents by personal check 
before defaulting on the paym ents for the next three 
months. 
The broker involved said the buyers were credited 
in escrow with $25 to pay for the deed transfer no­ 
tice required by the mortgage company, but that 
the buyers obviously had never submitted the $25 
for the notice. 
He was also contacted by the m ortgage company, 
and he told them to write to the new owners for the 
$25 required for the deed transfer notice. He re­ 
jected any responsibility for the situation you found 
yourself in but he did adm it it was a sloppy escrow. 
But he “ couldn’t rem em ber” what escrow office 
was involved. He treated the entire problem very 
lightly and could only assure everyone that there 
was nothing to worry about. 
(This broker was not a mem ber of a board of 
Realtors or real estate association so Action Line 
provided information on this sale to the state Divi­ 
sion of Real Estate for investigation. We have not 
yet received a report on any action taken.) 
At this point the mortgage company told Action 
Line that its records failed to show any threat or 
scheduled action to file a Notice of Default and in­ 
stitute foreclosure proceedings. But the message­ 
gram was soon followed by a letter giving a dead­ 
line for payment of three delinquent paym ents be­ 
fore such action was begun. 
About this tim e the new owners vacated the house 
purchased from you. 
At this point, the selling broker informed Action 
Line that when these people bought the house from 
you, another real estate broker had taken a second 
mortgage on it. This broker would take over the 
property if there was a foreclosure proceeding, he 
said, so you had nothing to worry about. Next, the 
house was painted and a “ for sa.e 
sign listed the 
broker holding the second mortgage. 
As you said the deed was recorded in the nam es 
of the new owners with San Bernardino County, you 
obtained a photocopy for Action Line It turned out 
to be a grant deed, not a trust deed, involving no 
escrow company and witnessed by the selling bro­ 
ker as a notary public. 
We had hoped the deed and a $25 paym ent by you 
would obtain the desired deed transfer with the 
mortgage company. 
While you did not appear in any danger of being 
financially responsible for the sold home, we were 
concerned that a foreclosure could be a black m ark 
on your credit rating in the future. 
Action Line contacted the president of the mort­ 
gage company and learned that at the time you sold 
the house, the new owners did submit the $25 fee 
but no acceptable proof of a property transfer so 
the fee was refunded. We then forwarded your $25 
check for the transfer fee along with a copy of the 
grant deed and these, too, were rejected by the 
mortgage company. It referred to the grant deed as 
onlv a “bill of sale” that was inadequate to convey 
title. 
The mortgage company president pointed out that 
you assumed a trust deed on purchasing the house, 
and so any sale of the property was subject to that 
trust deed. A grant deed would not qualify. 
So when the buyer of your home defaulted on pay­ 
ments, the proceeding under power of sale foreclo­ 
sure was scheduled in your name. The only way to 
have avoided this was to have sold your property 
subject to a new deed of trust in the buyer’s name. 
But this often is not done when FHA loans are 
involved, as in this case, because buyers want the 
favorable interest rates and term s of the seller's 


loan. 
Thus, what was happening to you on the scheduled 
power of sale proceeding has happened to thousands 
of other sellers where buyers defaulted, Action Line 
was told by the mortgage company president. 
Once the foreclosure proceeding began, Action 
Line contacted the trustee for the mortgage compa­ 
ny in the proceeding. We were assured that the fore­ 
closure would not reflect on your credit rating and 
that you were in no way financially responsible for 
the property. 
You have made no further reports to Action Line 
so we have closed the file on that optimistic note.

WALNUT—Developers 
spoke 
up mostly in favor of the prop­ 
osed residential planned devel­ 
opment Wednesday night at a 
public hearing before the plann­ 
ing 
commission 
passed 
the 
proposed ordinance on the City 
Council with recommended ap­ 
proval. 
Not a single resident spoke 
for or against the ordinance un­ 
der which Um ark Corp. intends 
to develop its 1,150-acre Wood- 
side Village over the city’s rol­ 
ling hills west of Lemon Avenue 
and 
south 
of 
Temple-Amar 
Road. 
All the developers favor the 
proposed ordinance except for a 
few minor points. 
Residential 
planned 
devel­ 
opment, available to developers 
of more than 10 acres, allows 
the builder to use his creative 
ability in home design, and at 
the same time, calls for open 
space, parks, schools, and com­ 
mercial pre-planning. 
Larry 
Armour 
whose 
firm 
has 
built 
Walnut Town 
and 
Creative 
Homes in 
the 
city 
asked the commission why the 
ordinance limited RPD to no 


less than 10 acres. 
“ Under the present m arket 
conditions we could put 
120 
units mi that much property, 
but that would be too many 
units,” Armour said, and asked 
why not set three acres as a 
minimum. 
Planning 
Adviser 
George 
Shindo said that he might ask 
for a variance, and it would be 
beneficial to both city and de­ 
veloper. 
Armour noted that Los Ang­ 
eles County allows down to five 
acres. “ It would be considered 
very carefully, because you’re 
zoning 
out 
anyone 
under 
10 
acres,” he said. 
Armour questioned a rule al­ 
lowing 
attached 
single-family 
dwelling units provided that no 
more than four such dwellings 
shall be attached in any m an­ 
ner so as to form a single build­ 
ing. 
Fire Code Controls 
Armour said 
that 
the 
fire 
code controls that ruling with 
eight. “ It’s more economical to 
build eight units than four,” he 
said. 
“ What we don’t want to have 
is a row-house type of thing,” 
Shindo explained. 


Armour complained that the 
developer has been too restricted 
in Walnut. He said that a com­ 
mittee of the Building Industry 
Association of California 
had 
gone over the proposed 
ordi­ 
nance for him and would sug­ 
gest increasing the 
“ covered 
area” to 60 per cent. He noted 
that the Los Angeles City code 
calls for 50 per cent covered 
area, where the proposed ordi­ 
nance says that buildings and 
roofed structures shall not ex­ 
ceed 40 per cent of the total 
gross area. 
Armour said that the ordi­ 
nance calls for too much “open 
space.” 
“ I’m in favor of the ordi­ 
nance, but I’d like to see it ad­ 
justed,” he commented. 
Paul Scott of the Hub City 
Construction 
Co., 
Downey, 
which owns acreage in 
Wal­ 
nut, was concerned with den­ 
sities. 
Harold Stearns, who owns 480 
acres adjoining Mt. San Antonio 
College, said that he favors the 
ordinance, 
but 
said 
that 
he 
would like to know if his firm 
could develop on that area, and 
mentioned a real estate mix. 
A mix is not included in this 


at all, said commission chair- 
an Harvey Holden. 
No Market 
Stearns mentioned that for a 
long time there won’t be a m ar­ 
ket for a $50,000 home, and said 
he had contact with several na­ 
tional developers. 
John W. Hartm an of Walnut 
Investm ent Co. mentioned that 
such writings as the U.S. Con­ 
stitution, the salute to the flag, 
and the Lord’s P rayer/have all 
been changed after their orig­ 
inal writings. 
“ I don’t think that you can 
write an ordinance that would 
protect you on all the avenues 
that the city might go,” Hart­ 
man warned. 
“There will be 
variances on any development.

R o n S l o a n , representing 
Umark Corp., said there are 
some areas where concessions 
were made. “We feel we can 
live within the intent of this or­ 
dinance totally.” 
Holden, after closing the pub­ 
lic hearings, brought up the 19- 
acre figure. “ It might logically 
be reduced,” he said, “ and be 
consistent with county figures.’’

Opulence Veils 
Our Acutely Poor 


It was in 1958 that economist John Kenneth Gal­ 
braith first characterized America as “the affluent 
society.” 
Since then, two population censuses have been ta­ 
ken, and on the basis of the most recent one a 
writer now suggests that for a vast number of 
American families — current inflation and recession 
notwithstanding — the affluent society appears to 
have become “the opulent society.” 
In the past decade, notes Jack Rosenthal in the 
New York Times, the average family’s earnings in­ 
creased from $6,900 to $9,400. These are “real” dol­ 
lars, after adjustment for inflation. 
According to the Census Bureau, Americans used 
this money to buy a wide array of consumer goods. 
Many, if they already had one item, bought two. 
For example, since 1960 the proportion of families 
with one car rose from 75 to 80 per cent. But the 
proportion with more than one car nearly doubled, 
to about 30 per cent. 
As a result, more American families now have 
two cars than have none. 
The proportion of families with one television set 
rose from 90 per cent in 1960 to 95 per cent in 1970, 
which is almost exactly the proportion of families 
with indoor toilets. 
Families with two or more television sets went 
from 17 to 29 per cent. The average family now has 
five radios, compared with three in 1960. 
Comparable ownership gains were recorded for oth­ 
er appliances, from home hair dryers to electric carving 
knives. As Rosenthal points out, however, such 
gains tend to mask the deep poverty that endures 
among 10 per cent of American families. 
Consider that while 96 per cent of families with 
incofnes over $15,000 have at least one car (63 per 
cent have two), only 41 per cent of families with 
incomes under $3,000 have cars. 
Among the over-$15,000 families, 85 per cent own 
their own homes; among the under-$3,000 families, 
50 per cent do. 
And while nearly 92 per cent of all American fa­ 
milies own a washing machine, only about half the 
under-$3,000 families do. 
The census figures also obscure poverty in other 
ways. They do not reflect the age of the appliances 
nor the fact that many poor people are dependent 
upon those provided by landlords. The appliances 
used by the poor are often old and in deteriorated 
condition. 
Yet Americans who are still not affluent and are 
a long, long way from opulence also made gains. 
The 10 per cent of families classified as poor repre­ 
sents a sharp drop from the 1960 poverty total of 18 
per cent. 
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Two Federal Agencies Disagree 


On Dangers of Smoking "Pot" 


In a recent editorial titled “Rule or Ruin” The 
Wall Street Journal concluded an assessment of that 
railway union demand for a 40 per cent increase 
with the warning: 
“Unions up to now have amply demonstrated their 
power to rule the railroads. The way things have 
been going, though, there’s a growing question whe­ 
ther they will for very much longer have much left 
to rule.” 
Not all union leaders, however, are blind to the 
sell-destructive nature of excessive demands and in­ 
sufficient productivity. 
Ed Turner, secretary-treasurer of the Marine 
Cooks & Stewards Union, is known as a hard fighter 
for his men’s jobs, wages and working conditions. 
He also knows not all of them always earn their 
keep. 
Deeply concerned over the fact that there are only 
four U.S. flag passenger liners still in business — 
all of them San Francisco based — Turner writes 
bluntly in the current issue of Stewards News: 
“Featherbedding and inefficient work practices 
have been the major contributing causes of the loss 
of other liners on this coast. And they are endan­ 
gering the existence of these last four.” He strongly 
criticized members who “put in eight hours time, 
but don’t accomplish lour hours work” and blamed 
overmanning and underworking — not high wages or 
costly fringe benefits for the high cost of operating 
ships. 
As the San Francisco Examiner put it, Turner 
was giving a new twist to an old warning when, in 
effect, he told his men to “Shape up or you won’t 
ship out.” It’s a warning that could well be taken to 
heart in other fields. 


The "Public" Dodge 


If the United States Supreme Court upholds the 
California high court’s ruling that under the one- 
man, one-vote principle a two-thirds majority can 
not be required for passage of bond issues, it may 
well put a crimp in what some people in municipal 
finance circles refer to as the “Public” dodge. 
That, of course, would be the non-profit public 
corporation. This is the device used to finance pub­ 
lic projects such as stadiums and transit systems, 
without public approval; projects that presumably 
will be self-liquidating, but which have a lien on 
public moneys if they don’t pay off as expected. It 
came into being because so many bond issues were 
failing of the two thirds majority; and be created 
by simple vote of a council or board of supervisors. 
Taxpayers have no voice in the assumption of a 
potential indebtedness. 
Whether the California rule is upheld or not, per­ 
haps it is time lor a thorough airing of the prop­ 
riety, and even legality, of the non-profit corpora­ 
tion as a means of dodging voter f-ontrol over public 
spending.

It has 
great meaning for cooperation 
in the technical and economic 
field.” 
Liquefying Gas 
With the third-largest gas 
reserves in the world, Algeria 
is now negotiating the terms 
of an agreement that could 
approach a billion dollars in 
investment. The gas would be 
liquefied in a complex lique­ 
faction plant and shipped in 
methane tankers to the U.S. 
where it would be converted 
back to gas and fed into pipe 
l i n e s 
on 
t h e 
Eastern 
seaboard. 
The wide foreign policy dif­ 
ferences are over the Viet-

tion in the Middle East. Be­ 
cause of these differences, 
Boumedienne sees little possi­ 
bility that formal diplomatic 
relations 
between 
the 
two 
countries will be resumed in 
the near future. Algeria broke 
with the U.S. during the six- 
day war between Israel and 
Egypt in 1968. President Nas­ 
ser had 
convinced 
Algeria 
that U.S. planes took part in 
the war on Israel’s side, a 
charge officials here later dis­ 
covered to be untrue. 
“After our long struggle for 
independence with France, in 
which we suffered more than 
a million casualties — rivers 
of blood,” Boumedienne said, 
“we believe we must fight for 
a just cause and stand with 
the Vietnamese people. The 
real issue Is self-determina­ 
tion for Vietnam. 
U.S. Ignored 


“This also applies to the 
Middle East. The U.S. has en­ 
tirely ignored the interests of 
the Palestinian people. These 
two problems have arisen and 
they are the cause of the 
deterioration in our formal 
relations. 
“But the Algerian people 
have 
nothing 
against 
the 
American people. The diver­ 
gencies are between the two 
governments. We have great 
admiration for the dynamism 
and the constructive skills of 
your people.” 
I n 
everything 
President 
Boumedienne said the 
con­ 
ditioning of the ordeal of the 
war with France was evident. 
It was a 
blood 
bath that 
might have gone on for an­ 
other 15 years if it had not 
been for Charles de Gaulle’s 
courageous 
intervention 
in 
bringing it to an abrupt end 
in 1962. The intense determi­ 
nation to be free of depen­ 
dence on any single power 
helps explain why nationals of 
nearly 30 countries, both East 
and West, are working in the 
oil and gas fields and heiping 
to construct Algeria’s 
sieel 
and petrochemical plants.

In a forthcoming national 
policy statement, the Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs will warn that mari­ 
juana smoking could lead to 
heroin addiction and other il­ 
legal activities. 
Among the perils of “pot,” 
according 
to 
an 
advance 
draft, are birth deformations, 
brain dislocations, psychoses, 
violence and loss of will. The 
secret draft also links mari­ 
juana 
use 
to 
bad 
school 
grades, 
“drinking, 
smoking 
and early or steady dating.” 


The document’s tone and 
conclusions run counter to find­ 
ings of the prestigious Na­ 
tional 
Institute 
of 
Mental 
Health, which has cautioned 
against using marijuana but 
has also advised against over­ 
reacting. 
Some insiders assert the na­ 
tional policy statement is in­ 
tended to counteract the Insti­ 
tute’s moderate views — a 
charge 
that 
the 
Narcotics 
Bureau officially denies. 
We have seen a draft of the 
proposed 
policy 
statement, 
which has been circulated for 
comment to the White House, 
Defense Department, Health, 
Education, and Welfare De­ 
partment, Poverty Corps and 
Veterans Administration. 
Marijuana smoking, states 
tihe document, is “a defiant 
act against 
the 
'Establish- 
’ment.’ . . . It is the drug of 
choice, 
though 
illegal, per­ 
haps because it is illegal, of 
groups which span the whole 
spec trum of dissent and pro­ 
test.” 


“ Pot” Controversy 


The document, though con­ 
taining 
fine 
research, 
con­ 
tradicts itself on many points. 
Fred Garfield, the assistant 
narcotics director, attributed 
the unevenness to its patch­ 
work composition by several 
persons. He said the copy we 
ha e obtained is 
the 
11th 
drai^ but may not be the final 
one. 
The mental health researchr 
ers agree with the enforce­ 
ment people that “pot” is bad 
but insist that the “scientific” 
evidence is mostly “ill-docu­ 


mented and ambiguous, emo- 
t i o n-laden 
and 
incredibly 
biased.” 


The researchers say that 
scare literature, like the Nar­ 
cotics Bureau’s proposed pol­ 
icy statement, destroys the 
government’s 
anti-marijuana 
fight. They say middle-class 
parents 
have 
caught 
their 
children sampling pot and are 
aware the children aren’t crim­ 
inals, hippies or dissenters. 
The mental health experts 
also fear that the Narcotics 
Bureau’s 
attitude 
may 
en­ 
courage hard-nosed judges to 
send young “pot” possessors 
to jail for three or more 
years, thus turning a mild 
pothead into a far more dan­ 
gerous felon. 
F o o t n o t e : 
Rep. 
Jim 
S c h e u e r , D-N.Y., who is 
aware of the administration’s 
in-fighting 
over 
marijuana, 
tells us he will make an issue 
of it on the House floor. Fed­ 
eral 
agencies 
should 
stop 
squabbling

said, and concentrate their ef­ 
forts upon fighting America’s 
real drug horror: heroin, co­ 
caine and other hard drugs. 
Stronger action should also be 
taken to stop the politically 
powerful pharmaceutical in­ 
dustry 
from 
overproducing 
the “goof balls” and “pep 
pills” that everyone knows 
finds their way to illegal mar­ 
kets.

vehicles and equipment are 
falling into disrepair. A ser­ 
geant at Ft. Bragg, N.C., said

placed. A recruit at Ft. Dix, 
N.J., complained that broken 
barracks windows were pat­ 
ched with paper. Several let­ 
ters tell of shortages of spare 
parts, light bulbs and mainte­ 
nance items. From a camp 
near South Korea’s demilita­ 
rized zone, a GI writes that 
there isn’t enough gasoline 
for jeeps. But apparently, the 
top brass are still able to get 
stuffed chairs, staff cars and 


luxury items without difficul­ 
ty- 
Profits vs. Pollution—John 
Jarman, the handsome Okla­ 
homa Congressman, has pro­ 
posed an amendment to the 
pending clean air bill that 
would make it easier for the 
auto companies to continue 
polluting the air.

What may seem to the av­ 
erage 
observer 
who 
reads 
about “changes in the cabi­ 
net” as just a shift in person­ 
nel due to trouble in policy­ 
making is really the same old 
story — a President of the 
United 
States is trying to 
transfer individuals who can 
function 
effectively 
some­ 
where else in the complex ma­ 
chinery of the biggest gov­ 
ernment in the world. 
Cabinet officers take their 
jobs 
with 
relatively 
little 
previous knowledge of what 
their departments do. Secret­ 
ary of the Treasury David 
Kennedy, who is resigning to 
become 
ambassador-at-large 
in matters of international fi­ 
nance, is an experienced man 
generally in his field. But it 
would take anyone a long 
time to learn how to be the 
administrative officer of the 
Treasury Department, which 
includes the Internal Revenue 
Service, the Bureau of Cus­ 
toms, the Office of Comptrol­ 
ler General, the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, the 
United States Mint, and the 
Secret Service. 
Finch Had Big Job 
Robert Finch, who was Se­ 
cretary of the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, and resigned to become 
a counsellor to the President, 
presided over a huge depart­ 
ment. It includes not only the 
S o c i a l 
Security 
Admin­ 
istration, but the Office of 
Education, 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug Administration, the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health, the 
Health Services and Mental 
Health 
Administration, 
the 
Environmental Control 
Ad­ 
ministration, and the National 
Air Pollution Control Admin­ 
istration. 
Secretary of Labor George 
Shultz, who resigned from the 
Nixon cabinet in June, was in 
charge of a department which 
embraces the Manpower Ad­ 
ministration, 
the 
Labor-Ma- 
nagement 
Services 
Admin­ 
istration, the Bureau of Wage 
and Labor Standards, and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
After his resignation, he be­ 
came director of a new office 
of management and the bud­ 
get in the White House. 
These shifts do not indicate 
a dissatisfaction with the indi­ 
vidual but an attempt to find 
persons who can take over 
administrative 
matters 
as 
well as policy-making roles. 
Elliott Richardson, now Se­ 
cretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, had previously 
served as Assistant Secretary 
of HEW and as Under Secret­ 
ary of State, so he has had 
t r a i n 1 n g in administrative 
jobs. 
James D. Hodgson moved 


up to become Secretary of 
Labor after holding the post 
of Under Secretary for 
18 
months, so he was familiar 
with the functioning of the de­ 
partment. 
A 
President, 
of 
course, 
wants a good administrator 
for each department who also 
can contribute to policy-mak­ 
ing. What most of the ap­ 
pointees lack is experience in 
government. In private life 
they have been in certain pro­ 
fessions or businesses that 
are useful, but when it comes 
to overseeing 
governmental 
operations, different problems 
arise. 
Mr. Nixon’s choice of for­ 
mer 
Governor Connally 
of 
Texas enables him to put into 
the treasury 
someone 
who 
has served in the cabinet be­ 
fore — as Secretary of the 
Navy under President Kenne­ 
dy — and knows the back­ 
ground of the job of running a 
department. This often isn’t 
possible for a new admin­ 
istration. 
The 
present 
system 
has 
many faults. Probably the an­ 
swer lies in putting the man­ 
agement of 
each executive 
department in the hands of a 
general manager. He would 
be a career public servant. 
Cabinet officers would be ap­ 
pointed as advisers to the 
President 
with 
supervisory 
power over the departments, 
particularly in the formation 
of public policy. It’s too much 
to expect new appointees to 
learn 
intimately 
the 
oper­ 
ations of the many bureaus 
and divisions of the govern­ 
ment in a short period and at 
the same time to participate 
in decision-making. 


Relies On Advisers 
P r e s i d e n t Nixon relies 
heavily upon advisers to help 
him reach decisions. He now 
has a group of counsellors 
who work in the White House 
and maintain regular contacts 
with different departments to 
g e t 
essential 
information. 
They do not themselves, how­ 
ever, 
perform 
any 
admin­ 
istrative duties. This at least 
is an advance. 
The 
appointment 
of .Mr. 
Connally, who is a Democrat, 
gives the Nixon cabinet a bi­ 
partisan aspect. While it has 
some political advantages to 
the administration, the proba­ 
bility is that the appointment 
was made largely because he 
is a versatile individual and 
can assist the President in 
handling the big fiscal prob­ 
lems that the treasury must 
deal with today. Also, as a 
former governor familiar with 
the financial woes of state 
governments, he can be espe­ 
cially helpful in working out 
federal 
and 
state 
revenue- 
sharing programs.

Well, I see the boys are rebuilding Pomona again. 
From engineering drawing boards, chamber of com­ 
merce projections, city council rezonings and ^ tem­ 
porary use permits of the planning commission

solicitation”—

procedure 
strictly forbidden in the code of 
medical ethics. 


In response to the protests

September condemned the prac­ 
tice as “commercialization and 
hucksterism .”

Park E ast complied im 
mediately and sent out letters 
of regret to everyone on the or 
iginal mailing list.

Cong Peace 
Talks Show 
Subtle Shift

PARIS (UPI)—Time is work­ 
ing slowly against the Vietna­ 
mese Communist peace negotia­ 
tors in Paris, and there are 
growing indications Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong are feeling in­ 
creasingly defensive about their 
settlement demands. 
Although the Communists had 
insisted for more than a year 
that they would never budge 
from their May, 1969, demands 
for 
a 
negotiated 
settlement 
the Viet Cong nonetheless felt 
compelled on Sept. 17 to sweet­ 
en — if only slightly — their 
“global peace solution” which 
the United States and Saigon 
have found too bitter to swal­ 
low. 
Chief U.S. negotiator David 
K. E. Bruce usually finds the 
conference statements of Viet 
Cong delegate Mme. 
Nguyen 
Thi Binh so repetitive and so 
boring that he can use her 
speaking time to do French 
translation exercises. But Bruce 
had occasion to perk up his 
ears on Sept. 17 and again on 
Dec. 10 —if only briefly— be­ 
cause Mme Binh added some 
new twists to her peace plan. 
Change on POWs 
Possibly because 
the 
Viet 
Cong have been taking some 
propaganda lumps on the prison­ 
er of war issue, Mme. Binh on 
Sept. 17 dropped her insistence 
that talks about prisoners could 
not be held until all other poli­ 
tical issues were settled. She 
and the North Vietnamese dele­

No Cease-Fire 
There was no mention of a 
cease-fire with U.S. troops who 
were sitting still and awaiting 
orders to move out nor was 
there any mention of the Com­ 
munists ceasing their attacks 
on Saigon’s forces. 
Once again, the Viet Cong felt 
compelled to modify their peace 
proposals on Dec. 10. The pro­ 
posals put forward on this date 
still contained a demand for an 
unconditional U.S. troop with­ 
drawal by June 30, 1971 but of­ 
fered a general cease-fire in 
South Vietnam if (again that 
big if) the three top leaders of 
the Saigon government were 
ousted from 
power 
and 
re­ 
placed with leaders who es­ 
pouse the Viet Cong policy of 
“neutrality, peace and indepen­ 
dence” —whatever this really 
means. 
M o r e o v e r , the <ease-fire 
would go into effect only after 
the new Saigon l e a d e r s h i p 
formed a coalition government 
with the Viet Cong. In other 
words, the Viet Cong would 
agree to stop shooting at Sai­ 
gon’s troops after the Viet Cong 
were installed in the Saigon 
government. That only seems 
fair. Once the Viet Cong are in­ 
stalled in Saign, then Saigon’s 
forces also will be the Viet 
Cong’s forces, and they should 
stop shooting at them. 
Although the latest Viet Cong 
proposals were promptly dis­ 
counted by U.S. negotiators as 
simply a propaganda maneu­ 
ver, there is significance in the 
fact that the Viet Cong feel the 
need to maneuver and make 
propaganda, instead of resting 
on their laurels.

Share Moral 
Leadership, 
Nixon Asia

WASHINGTON

Should the nation look to the 
President for “moral leader­ 
ship?” 
President 
Nixon 
ha* 
con­ 
sistently held that the Presi­ 
dent’s role in this area is limit­ 
ed. He says it is a shared res­ 
ponsibility. 
It is his conviction —and he 
has voiced it on several occa­ 
sions, including a visit to the 
Vatican —that the need to en­ 
courage the nation’s spiritual 
values belongs to others 
as 
well, 
namely 
hhe 
clergy, 
teachers, public officials, scho­ 
lars and journalists. 
Part of it appears to stem 
from Nixon’s strong espousal of 
the freedom of the individual 
and less government bureau­ 
cratic 
interference. 
For 
the 
same reason he disdains “jaw­ 
boning” to pressure labor and 
m a n a g e m e n t to hold down 
prices and wages. 
He is one of the few Presi­ 
dents of recent times who has 
not felt compelled to use the 
White House as a pulpit to ex­ 
hort the people to support his 
policies. His predecessor, Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson, cried out to the 
people in speech after speech 
on Vietnam “for patience and 
perseverance” in a “time of 
testing.” 
Presidents are always being 
urged to set the tone, and in 
wartime it is to rally the na­ 
tion, to inspire people to a 
cause. 
Although the Scranton report 
on 
campus 
unrest contained 
many recommendations, news 
accounts stressed the investi­ 
gating commission’s call for the 
P r e s i d e n t to exert greater 
moral leadership” to bring 
alienated youth back into the 
fold. 
In responding a few days ago 
the commission report, Nixon 
wrote: “Throughout my life I 
have come to know the im­ 
mense moral authority of the 
presidency. During these past 
22 months I have sought to use 
the power of this office to ad­ 
vance the cause of peace 
abroad and social justice at 
home. These are matters up­ 
on which every president an­ 
swers daily to his conscience 
and quadrennially to his judge 
—the American people.” 
He added: “Moral authority 
in a great and diverse nation 
such as ours does not reside in 
the presidency alone.” He said 
there 
were 
thousands 
upon 
thousands of other individuals 
in other roles “to whom seg­ 
ments of the nation look for 
moral, intellectual and political 
leadership.” 
Perhaps the growing power of 
the presidency itself has served 
to encourage Americans to look 
to 
the 
White 
House 
for 
inspiration and hope. 
On Sept. 28, Nixon addressed 
the North American College of 
Roman Catholic Priests at the 
Vatican, reminding them that 
he was about to depart for the 
Mediterranean to visit the 6th 
Fleet —“the mightiest fleet that 
has ever been assembled in the 
history of the world.” But he 
continued “great as that po­ 
wer” is, the “power of the spi­ 
rit” transcends all. 
He told the American priests 
that he could do much to make 
progress in the areas of peace, 
better housing, better health, 
education and opportunity. 
“But I realize there is an 
area where I can do very little 
and you can do very much, be­ 
cause let us never forget, we 
can have the best fed, the best 
clothed, best housed people in 
all the world, with the air 
clean, the waters pure and the 
environment satisfactory, 
and 
open space. 
But if people do not have so­ 
mething to believe in other than 
those 
material 
factors 
there 
will be a void.” 
“It needs to be filled, I be­ 
lieve, by those who represent, 
as you do, a great church.” 
Nixon concluded: 
“Speaking 
very humbly, as President of 
the 
strongest nation 
in 
the 
world, 
with 
more 
power, 
perhaps, than any leader in the 
world, I can say with all the 
power I have, you have someth­ 
ing that the world needs, and 
particularly the young people of 
the world need, very much to­ 
day.”

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Status of Legal 
1 W 5FUNNY 
Services Program 
Is Still in Doubt

WASHINGTON (UPI) -F o r a 
pair of young men who had suc­ 
cessfully 
fought 
“city 
hall,’’ 
Terry Lenzner and Frank Jones 
did not seem elated. 
It must 
have been that both remained 
unsure they really won. 
Lenzner and Jones were the 
director and deputy director of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity (0E 0) 
Legal 
Services 
Program until last month. They 
were dismissed by 0E 0 direc­ 
tor Donald Rumsfeld, officially 
for being unable to work in har 
mony with other officials, but 
privately because they fought 
Rumsfeld’s plans to change the 
federal program that provides 
free legal representation for the 
poor. 
The two former 0 E 0 officials 
met with reporters this week a 
short time after Rumsfeld re­ 
scinded a set of policy guidelines 
for operation of the program he 
had issued Nov. 14. The guide­ 
lines were issued to take the 
place of 
Rumsfeld’s 
original 
plan to turn over major oper­ 
ating responsibilities of the pro­ 
gram to OEO’s regional direc 
tors instead of continuing sole 
control in Washington. 
Rums­ 
feld dropped the decentraliza­ 
tion program when it caused an 
outcry of objections. 
Rumsfeld’s critics, including 
Lenzner and Jones, claimed the 
guidelines amounted to an indi­ 
rect attempt to 
achieve the 
same ends the regional plan 
would have ordered directly. 
The effort to 
“regionalize” 
the program was attacked prin­ 
cipally on grounds it would give 
the politically-sensitive regional 
directors more authority than 
the lawyers in deciding what 
kind of cases 
legal 
services 
should handle. 
This was deemed of major 
importance because governors, 
mayors and other state and lo­ 
cal officials have objected loudly 
in the p a s t to OEO-supported 
lawyers suing them for their 
treatment of the poor, especial­ 
ly in the welfare field. Bar 
groups joined poverty organ 
izations in the protests against 
the proposals. 
The OEO decision to drop the 
disputed guidelines was a poli­ 
tical tradeoff. In return for the 
withdrawal, the Senate Poverty 
subcommittee postponed public 
hearings into operation of the 
Legal Services Program. In ad­ 
dition, word was passed that 
the Senate might now find it 
possible before adjournment to 
act on the President’s nomi­ 
nations of OEO operations chief 
Frank Carlucci to replace Rums­ 
feld, who is going to a full­ 
time White House adviser’s job, 
and of Mrs. Carol Kohsrovi to 
fill the long-vacant directorship 
of the VISTA volunteers pro­ 
gram. 
Lenzner 
and 
Jones 
made 
clear they were aware of the 
situation 
that 
led 
up 
to 
withdrawal of the guidelines, 
and said there still was a long 
way to go before they would he 
convinced the OEO leadership 
really was in favor of a strong 
Legal Services Program. 
Among other issues they said 
had to be met was the question 
of providing adequate funds to 
hire and train poverty lawyers 
and the response of Rumsfeld 
or Carlucci to the report' d in­ 
tention 
of 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan to veto a $1.8 million 
operating grant to the Califor­ 
nia 
rural 
Legal 
Services 
Program. 
The 
OEO 
lirector 
can override a governor’s veto 
of a Legal Services Program, 
hut such a decision always has 
strong political overtones. 
Lenzner said he hoped the de­ 


cision m e a n t the OEO lead 
ership was m o r e - sympathetic 
and sensitive to the goat*, of 
legal services as he had di­ 
rected it, but agreed with Jones 
there was no guarantee that the 
basic policy had changed. Jones 
said the agency had been “a lot 
less than candid with its staff, 
Congress and the public,” and 
added he was “very much a 
fraid” that1 the decision Mon­ 
day was purely political.

The Doctor Comments 
Diverticula Don't Become Cancerous

Dear Dr. Lamb — Will you 
please tell me about diverticu­ 
litis _ what causes such a con­ 
dition and the diet one should 
be on? Can this develop into 
cancer? 


Dear Reader — A diverticu­ 
lum is a pouch or pocket prot­ 
ruding from the intestine. Oc­ 
casionally, diverticula occur in 
the small intestine but more of­ 
ten they are of the colon. They 
do not cause cancer. 
About five tp 10 per cent of 
people over 40 have diverticula. 
The pocket is formed when a 


i portion of the wall of the colon 


weakens and gives way. Appar­ 
ently, this is the result of pro­ 
longed difficulty with spasm of 
the bowel and unco-ordinated, 
irregular contractions of the co­ 
lon. 
Diverticula sometimes cause 
severe bleeding into the bowel. 
In one out of five people with 
diverticula one or more of them 
become 
inflamed. 
In 
other 
people they may never cause 
any serious problems. (In medi­ 
cine inflammation is indicated 
by the ending “itis.” Thus in­ 
flammation of the appendix is 
appendicitis and inflamation of 
a diverticulum is diverticulitis.) 
The inflamed diverticulum be- 


haves a great deal like an in­ 
flamed appendix. Since diverti­ 
cula are more often on the left 
side of the colon, the pain is 
usually in the left lower side of 
the abdomen. Sometimes there 
is an associated mild diarrhea. 
There may be a fever and, like 
appendicitis, there is 
an in­ 
crease in the number of white 
blood cells that can be mea­ 
sured by blood count. 
If the inflamed diverticulum 
doesn’t develop a hole through 
the intestinal wall, antibiotics 
and providing fluids by vein for 
a few days may be sufficient 
treatment. A rupture, an ab­ 
scess 
or 
other 
complicateds 


usually require surgery. 
Many people who have an ir­ 
ritable colon are told they have 
diverticula. Spasm of adjacent 
circular muscle hands in the co­ 
lon cause the appearance of nu­ 
merous small pockets of the co­ 
lon as seen by X-ray studies. 
The irritable colon also gives 
rise to crampy abdominal pain. 
Unless a complication like in­ 
flammation or bleeding occurs, 
the treatment of diverticula of 
the colon and irratable or spas­ 
tic 
colon 
is 
essentially 
the 
same. The goal is to decrease 
spasm of the colon. A good pro­ 
gram to train the bowel is nec­ 
essary. This means regular bo- 


wel habits to avoid the ci 
stipation problem. It is not m. 
essary to have a daily bow*, 
movement. 
Plenty 
of 
fluid 
should be taken and the diet 
should contain food that leaves 
adequate residue in the bowel 
— such as cereals and vege­ 
tables. Highly seasoned or spicy 
foods should be avoided. They 
a r e 
irritants 
and 
inr rease 
spasm of the colon in people 
with this problem. 
Some 
people 
with 
severe 
problems can benefit from hulk- 
producing laxatives. All other 
laxatives should be avoided.

ment that could not provide 
him with human partners or 
the conditions for sustained 
human attachm ents, the later 
development of the child suf­ 
fers in three areas:

difficulty in later life in form­

They are almost incapable of 
love. 
2. There is im pairm ent of

and love tend to be m uch 
more agressive and are less 
able to control 
their agres­ 
sion. 
As she points out, a mother 
who is a drug addict is also, 
for all practical purposes, a 
mother who is absent 
from 
her baby. The mother who is 
hooked on drugs is bound to 
have 
a 
severely 
deprived 
child who doesn't have a fair 
chance, right from the begin­ 
ning. 
This is an emotionally depriv­ 
ed baby and you have, thus 
far, protected your baby from 
this by giving her a mother 
who loves her and who is able 
to love because she’s not on 
drugs. 
You are right to place your 
health and the baby’s health 
before your m arriage. This is 
a life-saving matter.

DEAR NAN: 
Can you tell me how to 
bake a pumpkin pie so the 
bottom crust won’t be soggy 
or just not cooked enough? I 
have trouble every time al­ 
though the filling is delicious. 
— Dolores Mason, Warren, 
Mich. 
Even 
professional 
bakers 
sometimes have this problem 
as witnessed by the number 
of restaurant patrons who eat 
all of a piece of pie except 
that 
bottom 
crust. 
Oddly 
enough, it is often overbaking 
that makes for sogginess of 
custard type pies, pumpkin 
included, since it can cause 
separation of the filling some­ 
where along the line. Then 
a 
watery 
substance 
runs 
down into the crust. Most rec­ 
ipes tell you to test for done­ 
ness by inserting a knife into 
the center of the pie. It is bet­ 
ter to make that test about an 
inch off center. No farther 
than that. When the knife 
comes out clean at that point, 
that’s it. The pie filling may 
still look a little wobbly, but 
it always continues cooking 
from its own heat after it is 
out of the oven. 
Another reason for soggy 
crusts is the use of tins that 
are too shiny. They reflect 
heat, the crust doesn’t cook 
properly. Dull tins or glass 
ones do a better job. Don’t 
set the pie tin oni a cookie 
sheet or directly on aluminum 
foil. That also reflects heat. 
Make sure, of course, that 
there isn’t even the tiniest 
break or tear in the shell 
when you pour in the filling. 
Don’t be skimpy with your 
shortening when you make 
these crusts. They bake faster 
to keep up with the custard, 
are more flaky. An overdose 
of flour or water is bound to 
make for a cardboard crust. 
When you pour the filling into 
the crust, put the whole thing 
in the oven at once. Don’t let 
it set. Be sure the oven is hot 
enough. 400 to 425 degrees is 
about right for these pies. 
Make sure your thermostat is 
registering correctly. 
Some 
cooks 
insist 
that 
a 
light 
brushing of the shell with 
slightly 
beaten 
egg 
white 
gives insurance against soggi­ 
ness. 
That 
top-notch 
authority, 
Monroe Bostom Strause, of­ 
fers another fine idea in his 
excellent book, “Pie Marches 
On,” (Ahrens Book Co. Inc., 
N..Y) He calls it “taking the 
cuss out of custard” crusts. 


By using a perforated tin you 
get away from those raw 
spots and blisters caused by 
air bubbles between dough 
and 
tin, 
sometimes 
large 
enough to blow the crust right 
through the filling like a min­ 
iature Vesuvius. A tin like 
this helps dough lie tight and 
flat. You can make them 
yourself by punching a i/4 
inch hole in the center of the 
pan, surrounding that with 
four or five equidistant holes. 
If the man of the house 
doesn’t have the proper tool 
or inclination, you may have 
to hunt up a tinsmith. The 
nearest hardware store should 
be able to direct you.

Gatti Boasts Impressive Statistics 
Louisville Has Counter for Burns 


PASADENA — The end of 
Bill Gatti’s collegiate career is 
just a national anthem away. 
Although there will be ample 
pro scouts in the Rose Bowl 
stands, most of them will be 
watching the antics of powerful 
Leon Burns of Cal State Long 
Beach as he ploughs into the 
Louisville line in the 25th edi­ 
tion of the Pasadena Bowl clas­ 
sic Saturday. 
Gatti earns his keep by run­ 
ning with a football for the Uni­ 
versity of Louisville and around 


the campus he is a pretty 
famous guy. He has been the 
offensive workhorse that put 
the Cardinals in the famed 
Rose Bowl to represent the Mis­ 
souri Valley Conference in their 
initial tie-up with the PCAA and 
the Pasadena Bowl.

either,” 
Gatti continued, “ But then I 
don’t know what ft’s like to be 
any taller. I don’t even think 
about professional football.” 
• Gatti was an immediate suc­ 
cess with the Cardinals. As a 


freshman, the handsome sandy- 
haired youngster gained 
115 
yards in 33 carries outrushing 
all the other Louisville backs. 
As a sophomore he saw plenty 
of action as a reserve and last 
year it was 580 yards in only 97 
carries for a 6.0 average. 
His ground - gaining heroics 
this year earned him unani­ 
mous All-Missouri Valley Con­ 
ference 
honors, 
along 
with 
teammates Cookie 
Brinkman, 
tight-end, quarterback John Ma- 
¡deya and defensive tackle Ho­ 


race Jones. Also named to the 
All-MVC first team were offen­ 
sive linemen Bill Booher and 
Jim Winters and defenders Joe 
Wolke and Tom Jackson. 
Gatti’s biggest thrill in sports 
occured this year when Louis­ 
ville beat Memphis State 40-27 
and earned the trip to Pasa­ 
dena. 
If the Pro scouts can take 
their eyes off of Leon Burns 
long enough, they just might 
check out No. 44 in the Cardinal 
and Black.

partment of Fish and Game to 
increase fishing and hunting li­ 
cense fees. DFG Director G. 
Ray Arnett said the proposal 
Will go to the Legislature dur­ 
ing its 1971 session, and if ap­ 
proved the new fees could go 
into effect during the 1972 sea­ 
sons. 
Arnett said that current fees 
for sportsmen are based on in 
creases granted by the Legisla 
ture in 1957. He noted that in 
the past 13 years the cost to the 
DFG of doing business has in­ 
creased over $6 million. 
To assure the people of Cali 
fornia a continuing and growing 
fish and wildlife conservation 
program, Arnett said, the fol 
lowing new fee schedule is rec­ 
ommended by the DFG: 
. . . The basic sport fishing li 
cense, which would permit ocean 
fishing only, would go from $3 
to $4. 
. . . Hunting licenses would 
go from $4 to $6, and for jun­ 
iors from $1 to $2. 
. . . 
Deer tags 
would be 
raised from $2 to $3, and phea­ 
sant stamps would remain at 
$2.

Thus, Arnett said, a sport 
fisherman wishing to fish for all 
species, both on the ocean and 
in inland waters, would pay $7 
instead of $5.

The ideal rock cod fishing 
outfit is a moderatley limber 
five to seven-foot glass rod 
(similar to a medium weight 
marlin rod (with a rail board 
attached several inches above 
the reel seat and holding a 
large star-drag reel. Dacron 
line is probably the best to use, 
as It will not break reel spools 
due to a very light build up of 
pressure while reeling in a 
catch. It can also be cut and 
spliced easily in case of a 
tangle. 
Terminal tackle calls for a one 
to five pound sinker, depending 
on the depth fished and current 
conditions, and a leader called 
a ganion of five or more hooks 
attached 8 to 10 inches apart. 
More hooks mean more fish can 
be caught at one time, thereby 
doing away with extra “drops.” 
Hook sizes run from 2-0 to 5-0 
with cut or stripped bait, live 
or salted anchovies, sardines, 
mackerel or squid, or even 
small fish used for bait.

Q) I am interested in Massey-Ferguson because of 
its $1 dividend. The stock has recovered from a July 
low of 8 and is still improving on a high rate of 
trading. Would you consider Massey a sound invest­ 
ment, regardless of the unfavorable industry con­ 
ditions? W.B. 
A) Strikes, reduced sales and higher costs re­ 
sulted in Massey reporting a substantial ($0.63 a 
share) loss for the fiscal quarter ended July 30. 
Despite this, directors declared, on July 29, the 
regular 25 cent quarterly dividend, a bullish sign. 
Massey derives only about 40 per cent of its sales 
from Canada and the United States, with France, 
the United Kingdom and Latin America being heavy 
buyers. The company has a strong and expanding 
position in world-wide markets. More than 36 per 
cent of the company’s products are for nonagricul- 
tural industries, offsetting somewhat reduced agri­ 
cultural shipments. While these shares are at the 
present time a speculation, they do have above-av­ 
erage recovery potential for the next few years.
